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Honey , as  a medium  of  exchange,  has  eome  a long  way  since  the 
first  nodes  and  stones  were  used  for*  trading  purposes  by  the  cavemen. 

the  society  of  man  progressed,  so  did  his  means  of  exchange.  From 
rocks  to  sheep  and  rave  metals,  man  began  to  realize  that  a more 
common  medium  of  exchange  was  indeed  needed .. .money  which  could  be 
accepted  by  others  and  that  could  be  carried  easier  than  sheep  or 
rocks . 


The  answer  to  this  problem  was  solved  by  the  Egyptians  with  the 
development  of  Papyrus-~the  first  paper  money.  Though  it  varied  in 
size  and  value  by  geographical  areas,  paper  money  beeame  generally 
acceptable  as  a medium  of  exehange.  Money  was  not  everything  - but 
you  couldn't  buy  much  without  it. 

The  Babylonians,  four  thousand  years  ago,  were  perhaps  the  first 
to  realize  the  need  for  credit.  Two  thousand  years  later.  Homan 
Empire  bankers  were  busy  with  deposits,  withdrawals,  aeeount  transfers, 
and  loans  similar  to  those  we  have  today. 


Prom  the  days  of  the  gladiators  to  the  present  time,  money  and 
credit  remained  somewhat  static.  Diversions  from  accepted  patterhs 
are  resented.  Consequently,  some  of  us  did  not  have  enough  r ore sight 
to  .realize  the  impaet  that  computers  would  have  on  our  society.

Mow  perhaps  the  biggest  invention  since  the  Egyptian’s  Papyrus 
the  more  reecnt  computer  is  the  advent  of  the  bank  charge  card. 


One  eard . . . the  simple  convenient  method  of  exchange  that  has  become 
a household  word. 


In  addition  to  providing  the  affluent  with  a convenient  method 
of  buying  and  paying,  the  bank  charge  card  provided  the  less  affluent 
with  a means  to  purchase  necessity  and  luxury  items  without  a large 
capital  outlay. 

Man 1 s dreaming  never  ceases,  and  you  ean  bet  that  before  too  long 
you’ll  see  purchases  being  made  simply  by  inserting  a card  into  a 
telephone  slot  and  depressing  a few  buttons  to  eompleto  the  sale. 

Few  of  us  profess  to  know  the  future;  but  one  thing  is  eertain.. 
the  cashless  society  comes  closer  and  the  a.ll-purpose  charge  eard  is 
no inn  to  be  around  for  quite  awhile. 


At  least,  that’s  what  the  promotors  of  one  Credit 
states... and  a recent  article  in  the  "American  Banker 
within  five  years  we  will  have  90  million  card  holders 
to  30%'  of  all  retail  sales.  And  these  figures

In  South  Florida  thcerc  was  a concerted  effort  in 
1069  by  ’’Maste-'  Charge”  and  later  "Bank  American!"  to 
in  this  area  and  to  sign  up  business  establishments  to  offey  their 
charge  services.  In  November  and  December  1969  there  we . c in  oouth 
Florida  approximately  thirty-four  banks  offering  the  services  of

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Nationally  "Master  Change"  claims  twenty-one  million  ca^d  holders, 
and  in  South  Nlo^ida  as  of  December,  1969—185,000  card  holders, 
500,000  Merchants  nationally  and  So.  Pla.  5000... and  growing  daily. 
The^e  have  been  changes  of  mass  mailings  of  unsolicited  credit  cards 
in  So.  Florida  also.  Sven  a .Board  Member  of  Bankstock  Corp.  of 
America,  whose  member  banks  are  issuing  "Master  Change"  cards  admits 
to  have  received  seven  cards--all  unsolicited.  A Miami  public  rela- 
tions man  stopped  counting  when  he  received  twelve  cards-~all  unsol- 
icited . 

Mass  mailings  of  unsolicited  credit  cards  is  being  studied  by 
the  Senate  Banking  Committee,  and  has  approved  a bill  9-6  to  ban 
distribution  of  unsolicited  credit  cards.  The  card  holder  under  the 
Bill  would  be ^ limited  to  a liability  of  fifty  dollars  f-om  misuse  of 
his  card.  This  bill  would  apply  to  all  the  100  million  credit  cards 
outstanding.  Sen.  Proxmire  (D.  Wisconsin)  has  backed  the  above  legis- 
lation. In  Florida  the  same  situation  has  been  under  study  by  the 
Joint  Select  Legislative  Committee  on  Consumer  Affairs  and  similar 
legislation  has  been  recommended.  Local  officials  of  the  bank  type 
credit  ca'^d  and  "Master  Charge"  protest  that  they  already  control 
their  mailings,  and  that  stricter  controls  are  being  initiated. 

The  black  market  price  on  a credit  card  is  up  to  about  )100.00 
each,  which  shows  that  there  is  definitely  an  abuse  of  cards. 

Bankers  a,nd  credit  ca^d  ompanies  say- they  are  good  for  business 
and  in  defense  they  say  that  they  are  convenient  and  a legitimate 
lending  function  of  banks.  Others  say  in  rebuttal  that  the  cards  tend 
to  allow  people  to  overextend  themselves  with  credit  and  crcs.te  an 
inflationary  trend.  Senator  Proxmire  (D.  Wisconsin)  takes  a harsher  ' 
view  and  contends  that  the  unrequested  cards  are  likely  to  create 


a nation  of  credit  drunks 


Per  those  who  a.^e  prudent  the  credit 


cards  could  be  a convenience  device,  but  for  those  less  prudent  an 
unsolicited  credit  card  could  spell  disaster”,  he  contends. 

Becent  testimony  before  a U.S.  Senate  Committee  revealed  the 
credit  card  outstanding  bills  in  the  United  States  ave  at  Jl.7  Billion, 
up  700  million  dollars  over  last  year... and  it  was  stated  that  Ameri- 
cans are  in  hock  to  the  tune  of  ) 1 3 billion,  if  you  take  into  considera- 
tion all  credit  cards---thats  a lot  of  currency  that  will  never  see 
the  light  of  day  or  be  circulated.  As  an  interesting  sidelight,  did 
you  know  that  the  Treasury  Department  destroys  over  Jj  billion  of 
currency  a year? 

The  Bank  type  credit  cards  claim  they  are  not  sending  out  any 
unsolicited  credit  cards.  They  rationalize  this  by  sending  out  what 
they  c all  "Pre-Mailers" . The  recipient  has  an  option  of  refusing  his 
credit  card  by  returning  the  pre-mailer,  stating  that  he  doesn't  want 
the  card.  The  pre-mailer  states  usually  that  a credit  card  will  be 
ma.iled  if  the  recipient  doesn't  send  in  refusing  it.  That  with  all 
the  "Junk  Mail"  these  days,  how  many  read  the  disclaimer 
mailer,  but  just  scan  it  or  throw  it  in  the  waste  basket 
do  just  this,  and  fail  to  read  the  pertinent  facts.  Just  think  what 
the  magazine  circulation  would  be  if  the  magazine  publishers  and  agen- 
cies sent  out  this  type  of  pre-maile~ . The  Post  Office  couldn't  keep 
up  with  the  massive  pile  of  paper. 

In  regard  to  the  economic  facts  of  life. ..in  paying  charges  in- 
curred on  the  bank  type  cards  you  have  the  option  of  paying  in  full, 
incurring  no  finance  charge  if  paid  by  the  25th  day  after  your  billing 
date... or  if  the  card  holder  elects  to  pay  smaller  payments,  he  can 
do  so.  If  the  amount  billed  is  under  jlO.OO,  he  must  pay  in  full.  If

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the  amount  is  J10.00  to  ,200.00  his  minimum  payment  can  be  )10.00. 
Billed  amounts  over  >200.00  he  must  pay  5 f°  o f the  balance,  b he 
incurs  a finance  charge  (note  this  not  stated  as  interest)  of  a monthly 
equivalent  of  an  10%  annyal  percentage  rate  or  a pe-iodic  rate  of  \\% 
-00r  month  on  the  Daily  balance.  The  finance  Charge  is  compuued  on  the 
unpaid  balance  after  subtracting  the  amount  of  any  nondelinquent  ^ 
Finance  Charge,  and  amounts  of  any  purchases  made  since  the  holder  s 
last  billing  date.  However,  holders  can  pay  O'f  his  entire  account 
in  whole  o-  in  part  at  any  time.  So  you  can  see  how  the  holder  is 
pevin^  a dandy  rate  of  interest--Tioops i I mean  Finance  Charge,  on 
his  purchases.  Due  to  the  wording  "Finance  Charges"  the  bank  type^ 
credit  cards  are  a form  of  lending  not  subject  to  the  same  regulations 
of  a lending  institution.  These  percentages  a-e  always  revealed  on 
the  application  blanks  however. 


Th( 


felonious  use  of  credit  cards  along  with  delinquent  card 


holders  has  risen  alarmingly.  Some  card  companies  lists  of  delinquent, 
stolen  and  feloniously  used  cards  have  risen  in  three  months  from 
one  s.in.o-le  folded  sheet  of  numbers  to  nine  pages  of  bad  numbers,  iou1 
columns^of  numbers  to  a page  and  approximately  240  numbers  per  page, 
or  approximately  2160  bad  numbers.  These  sheets  are  issued  about 
every  three  to  four  days,  and  if  the  merchant  spots  a bad  cam  numoe. 
and  he  retains  it,  he  can  get  a reward  of  ,»25»00. 

A smart  o negator  can  amass  an  amount  of  charges  to  ,>5000.00  or 
more  in  two  or* three  days .. .merely  by  going  from  store  to  store  and 
making  his  purchases  smaller  than  the  store’s  Floor  Level  ( uop  limit 
dollar  amount  the  merchant  is  allowed  to  sell  to  the  purchaser  before 
he  has  to  call  in  to  central  headquarters ^ to  clear  the  charge)  &n 
usually  it  is  fairly  well  known  by  these  individuals  wha<,  sto..es 

“looi  level  is : from  the  merchant's  viewpoint,  he  has  to  pay  a service 
charge  from  6%  down  to  1 \%  or  2%.  If  the  merchant  is  a large  chain 
or  volume  account,  he  can  sometimes  get  the  smaller  percentage, 
usually  it  stays  in  the  6%  range.  He  is  assured  payment  in  a few  days 
if  he  has  followed  all  regulations  however. 

nevertheless,  the  bank  type  cards  have  got  off  to  & rocky  start-- 
there  will  be  more  and  more  card  plans,  and  more  and  morc^ca..d  h • » 
and  less  cash  transactions.  This  may  be  a boon  to  collectors  x 
currency,  in  a smaller  amount  of  currency  (perhaps)  or  a oain  to 
collectors  due  to  the  lessoning  of  currency  outstanding-  10  a 
depends  on  how  you  look  at  it  1 .

T3NTH  NATHAN  GOLD  AWA+J)  GOES  TO  iJlYMOND  TOY 
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x^aymond  S.  Toy  of  El  Cajon,  California,  undoubtedly  the  country’s 
leading  exponent  of  military  currency  collecting,  was  recent^  pre- 
sented the  10th  annual  Nathan  Gold  Memorial  Award  by  the  publisher  of 
"Numismatic  News"-  Chester  L.  Krause. 


In  presenting  the  1970  award,  Krause  noted  that  Toy  is  deserving 
of  much  credit  for  having  brought  order  to  a fascinating,  but  until 
recently,  largely  unpopular  series.  "You"  efforts  have  resulted  in 
a significant  expansion  of  the  paper  money  collecting  field,"  Krause 
stated  at  the  time'.  ' 


Presentation  of  the  Nathan  Gold  Memorial  Award,  presented  annu- 
ally in  recognition  of  outstanding  contributions  toward  the  advance- 
ment of  paper  money  collecting,  to  Toy  tributes  his  efforts  in  cata- 
loguing military  currGnCy  during  the  past  decade.  Since  1964,  he  has 
published  four  widely  consulted  volumes  in  this  sphere. 


The  most  recent  was  released  In  mid- 1969  — "World  War  II  Allied 
Military  Currency,  3rd  Edition".  The  first  two  editions  of  this  work 
appeared  in  1964  and  1965.  In  1967 , he  co-authored  another  reference— 
"World  War  II  Axis  Military  Currency".  Toy  has  also  authored  numerous 
articles  on  specialized  aspects  of  military  currency  which  have 
appeared  in  various  numismatic  publications. 

Established  in  1961  by  "Numismatic  News",  the  Nathan  Gold  Memorial 
Award  is  presented  annually  to  a person  who  has,  in^the  judgement  of 
the  News  Editorial  staff,  made  a concrete  contribution  towa.*.o.  ^he 
advancement  of  paper  money  collecting.  It  is  named  in  hono c of  one 
of  the  country’s  foremost  pioneers  in  currency  research— the  late 
Nathan  Gold,  as  a means  of  perpetuating  his  aims  and  collecting  ideal

A couple  of  second  grade  students  found  a money  box  on  their  way 
to  class  on  Friday,  May  1st.  Two  other  pupils  following  them  found 
another  box  and  the  "Gold  Rush"  was  on. 

Children  were  tossing  money  around  like  it  was  "confetti,"  one 
teacher  at  the  Harrison  Park  Elementary  School  reported. 

It  started  when  Tim  Laster,  8,  and  David  Todd,  8,  found  a carton 
containing  money,  including  a flock  of  big  bills.  Right  behind  them 
were  Danny  Renken,  12,  and  Carl  Savickas,  14,  who  located  another  box 
in  the  bushes  near  the  school.  And  then  the  other  kids  started  play- 
ing with  the  money. 

Police  did  not  divulge  the  entire  amount  of  the  recovered 
currency,  but  it  was  estimated  the  "cache"  would  exceed  ')25s 000.

Series,  and  all  had  the  same  Serial  Number--D69532l62-A. 

The  ink  appears  lighter  on  the  phony  bills,  deputies  noted,  and 
the  printing  appears  flat  with  many  of  the  lines  in  the  portrait  of 
Jackson  being  broken  and  missing. 

Det.  Sgt.  John  Hemple  pointed  out  to  the  public  that  if  a person 
nasses  a bill  that  they  suspect  is  counterfeit,  they  can  s bill  b®  . 
prosecuted'.-  Likewise,  he  added,  if  a person  has  a counterfeit  oill 
and  knowingly  keeps  it,  he  is  doing  so  in  violation  of  the  counter- 
feiting laws.  He  said  that  if  a person  receives  a counterfeit  bill 
he  should  not  return  it  to  the  passer,  but  attempt  to  delay  the 
passer  by  some  excuse,  if  possible,  and  telephone  the  local  aw 
enforcement  agency.  Descriptions  of  the  passer,  companions  or  ve  c 
used  should  also  be  obtained.  Persons  receiving  a counteneitjUi 
should  write  thei^  initials  and  the  date  on  the  bill,  and  su- 
it to  the  police  only,  Hemple  concluded.

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Some  time  ago  I receipted  a letter  from  a fellow  ’Bo.'  Pieker” 
in  Ca3.ifo^nia— -Mr.  Harry  Boisen.  Harry  and  I have  never  met,  but 
have  exchanged  correspondence  a number  of  times.  In  one  of  his 
letters  he  mentioned  Mr.  Thomas  Hendrieks  as  having  been  born  in 
Ohio,  and  the  only  Viee  President  so  honored  by  having  his  picture 
plaeed  upon  a piece  of  United  States  eurreney.  This  I did  not  know, 
but  followed  Harry’s  suggestion  of  doing  a little  research  on  Mr. 
Hendrieks.  In  thre.e  different  publieations , I have  been  able  to 
put  together  the  following  information  regarding  Mr.  Hendrieks.  As 
poorly  qualified  as  I am  as  a writer,  I am  happy  to  share  my  findings 
with  my  "Bag  Pieken"  friends,  so  "Here  Tiz": 


Mr.  Hendrieks’  parents,  Uilliam  and  Jane,  together  with  a 
couple  of  older  children  moved  from  Pannsylvania  to  Ohio,  and  settled 
near  Zanesville,  Ohio  shortly  before  Thomas  was  born  on  September 
9th,  1819.  Per  some  unknown  reason  they  did  not  remain  in  Ohio 
long.  The  following  year  (1820)  they  moved  again  further  Uest—this 
time  in  or  near-  Madison,  Indiana.  Two  years  later  they  moved  again, 
this  time  to  Shelby  County,  Indiana.  Two  years  later  they  moved 
again,  this  time  to  Shelby  County,  Indiana.  This  move  proved  to  be 
a wise  one  for. the  Hendrieks  family,  as  Tom’s  father  prospered  and 
became  fairly  well-to-do.  The  Hendrieks  family  were  devout  Pres  by- 
te rians  and  raised  their  children  aeeordingly. 

In  the  early  days  of  Tom’s  life,  he  was  a very  determined  child. 
During  his  ea^ly  years  in  sehool  this  trait  grew.  He  did  stick  to 
truth  and  honesty,  but  was  always  willing  to  debate  or  argue  most 
any  subject  that  eame  up.  He  was  a fast  l’earne^,  and  his  burning 
desire  for  the  truth  and  more  knowledge  proved  to  be  an  asset  to  him 
during  his-  entire  life.

After  finishing  school  at  the  loeal  level,  he  attended  G-reens- 
burg:  Academy,  and  from  there  to  Hanover  College.  He  graduated  from 
Hanover  in  1841  at  the  age  of  twenty-one.  Two  years  later  he  enrolled 
at  Ohambersburg,  Pennsylvania  as  a law  student  where  his  father’s 
brother  Tom  was  an  instructor.  After  two  years  at  Ohambersburg,  he 
passed. the  exam  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  at  Shelbyvillc,  Indiana. 
The  same  year  (1845)  he  married  Miss  Eliza  Morgan.  One  son  was  born 
to  them,  but  died  at  the  age  of  three.  By  this  time  it  was  1848  and 
Tom  was  twenty-nine  years  did  with  an  eye  on  polities.  I assume  he 
had  been  brought  up  as  a Democrat,  as  he  ran  for,  and  was  eleeted, 
as  a member  of  the  lower  house  of  the  Indiana  Assembly  by  the  Demo- 
cratic Party.  Shortly  after  taking  his  seat  in  the  assembly,  he 
was  appointed  ehairman  of  the  Committee  on  Banking,  and  he  served 
his  term  in  that  eapaeity. 

Indiana’s  State  Constitution  seemingly  needed  some  revising, 
so  a convention  was  held  to  redraft  and  bring  it  up  to  better  stan- 
dards. He  was  ehosen  to  be  a delegate,  and  due  to  his  ability  as 
an  orator  and  leadership  qualities,  he  was  quite  effective  in  this 
assignment.  By  1851  Tom  was  looking  forward  to  higher  goals  and  was 
a candidate  for  the  House  of  Representatives.  Being  successful  the 
first  time,  he  was  also  a candidate  for  a seeond  term.  This  time 
he  was  defeated.  In  1858  President  Pieree  appointed  him  Commissioner 
of  the  United  States  General  Land  Offiee.  He  held  this  position 
until  after  President  Buehanan  took  offiee.  He  and  President  Buch- 
anan seemingly  eould  not  agree  on  many  issues,  and  this  c"eated  quite 
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lt*s  now  i860,  and  Tom  began  to  wonder  how  he  would  fit  in  the 
Governor’s  chair.  He  ran,  but  was  defeated.  Indiana  had  tradi- 
tionally been  a republican  State,  and  this  plus  Lincoln’s  election 
was  blamed  for  his  not  being  elected. . 


Again  in  1363  he  was  a candidate  for  the  Senate.  He  was  elected 
by  a small  ma jority--ll48  votes.

early  part  of  the  Civil  War  and  Lincoln’s  term  appears  to  be  one  of 
the  times  of  his'  inactivity  in  polities,  (but  I doubt  if  he  was 
asleep).  After  President  Lincoln’s  assassination  and  President 
Johnson  had  taken  office,  with  the  reconstruction  program  and  no 
doubt  doing  everything  .possible  to  piece  things  together,  and  with 
the  talk  of  impeachment  being  brought  against  President  Johnson, 
Hendricks  was  again  being  head'd  from.  He  took  the  stand  that  the 
states  had  neve1'  been  separated,  and  that  President  Johnson  should 
be  backed  and  not  condemned.  Although  he  did  not  approve  the  13th 
Amendment  as  it  was  written,  saying  the  change  should 'be  more  gradual 


through  tolerance  and  education  of  the  slaves  as  r they  were  given 
their  freedom.  Once  again  his  oratorical  ability"  and. leadership 
quality  was  successful  in  convincing  many  of  his  Party  that  the 
charges  against  President  Johnson  were  unjust.  \ 


Hr.  William  Evers,  who  was  one  of  President  Johnson’s  close 
confidents  complimented  Tom  for  his  support,  although  their  political 
affiliations  were  opposite,  tl^p  barrier  was  broken  and  they  were 
the  best  of  friends  and  remained  so  the  rest  of  his  life.. 


1 363-~another  Presidential  year.  Hendricks  was  once  again  the 
hopeful  of  the  Democratic  Party  for  President,  but  lost  the  nomina- 
tion. However  he  still  possessed  a lot  of  his  youthful  determina- 
tion, and  his  eyes  were  once  again  turned  to  the  governor's  chair. 

He  won  the  nomination,  but  lost  the  - election—this  time  by  less  than 
a thousand  votes.  1872  came  and  he  tried  for  that  Governors  scat 
once  again.  At  Lasti  He  Won 5 Becoming  the  first  Democratic  C'overnor 
elected  in  the  North  after  the  Civil  War.  During  his  term  as  Gover- 
nor his  popularity  seemingly  became  greater,  and  by^thc  next  Presi- 
dential year  his  followers  were  more  determined  .than  ever.  This  time 
the1^  were  going  to  send  him  to  the  Whitehouse  for  sure.  Poor  Tom i 
He  amid  Lady  Luck  just  couldn’t  get  on  speaking  terms.  However,  he 
was  not  completely  passed  up  this  time.  He  was  chosen  for  the  Vice 
Presidency  as  Grover  Cleveland’s  running  mate.  He  accepted  the 
offer,  and  by  combining  forces  they  were  a winning  team  in  the  final 
election. 


By  now  Tom  was  sixty  five  years  old,  and  had  suffered,  a paralytic 
stroke  in  1880  followed  by  a slow  recovery.  This  had  taken  a lot 
f^om  him,  and  he  was  not  in  the  best  of  health.  Nevertheless,  he 
f led  to  appear  happy  and  pushed  on.  On  November  24,  1885?  a rG'“ 
cent ion  was  being  given  in  his  honor.  He  went,  but  complained  of 
not  fooling  well  and  went  home  early. 

He  died  the  next  day--November  25?  1885*  We  was  denied  the 
chance  to  see  the  fruits  of  his  life’s  labor  ripen.

THE MONEY  FACTORY 

By  - Harriet  J.  Nordhof,  PMCM  #C29 
(300  W.  27th  St.,  Holland , Mich.  49423) 

One  of  the  largest  money-making  businesses  in  the  world  operates 
in  an  old  building  located  at  14th  and  C Streets,  S.lf.  (south  of  the 
monument  grounds)  in  Washington,  D.C.  This  is  the  location  of  the 
Bureau  of  Engfaving  and  Printing  of  the  United  States  Treasury  Depart- 
ment. 

.The  American  people  wear  out  over,. J12  million  dollars  worth  of 
paper  money  every  day.  The  Bureau  works',  two,  and  sometimes  three 
shifts  a day  in  their  efforts  to  keep  up,  ■ The  Bureau  has  over  .3,000 
employees , ' including  clerks , engravers , printers,  inspectors  and 
guards.  During  WW-TI;  the  employment  at  the  Bureau  of  Printing  and 
Engraving  went  as  high  as  8,400  employees. 

In  addition  to  producing  and  handling  the  distribution  of  approxi- 
mately 512,000,000,000  in  one  to  one-hundred  dollar  notes  each  year, 

The  Bureau  produces  or  prints  other  important  government  papers~~such 
as  bonds,  government  checks,  billions  of  postage  stamps,  certificates 
of  meritorious -award  for  service  personnel,  officers*  commissions, 
invitations  and  admission  cards  to  White  House  receptions  and  other 
functions,  and  other  government  securities. 

The  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  is  actually  a complete  print- 
ing plant.  Some  of  the  basic  materials  used  in  the  production  come 
from  outside  sources--such  as  the  metal  used  in  the  engraving,  the  ■ 
specially'  prepared  paper  that  is  used  fo~  the  notes,  and  other  supplies, 
but  the  craftsmen  employed  by  the  Bureau  itself  engrave  all  of  the 
plates  used,  mix  the  special  formulas  for  the  ink  used,  as  well  as 
taking  care  of  the  other  steps  involved  in  the  production  of  the 
currency. 

One  -of  the  high-speed  rotary  presses  used  for  the  actual  printing 
process j when  running  at  full  speed,  is  capable  of  printing  one  side 
of  11,400  sheets  of  notes  (32  notes  to  a sheet)  during  an  eight  hour 
shift.  If  the  notes  are  of  520  denomination,  this  would  amount  to- 
nearly  )91 2,000. 00  an  hour.  \ ' 

The  printers  first  print  the  back  of  the  notes  using  green  ink; 
then  the. front  in  black,  after  which  the  edges  of  the  stacked  printed 
sheets  are  trimmed.  The  overprinting  of  the  seals,  serial  numbers, 
signature's  and  series  information  follows.  After  the  notes  are  v 
finished  with  this  process,  they  are  .checked  for  errors,  and  then  cut 
into  half  sheets.  The  half  sheets  are  inspected  again  for  errors  and, 
imperfections.  Another  machine  then  cuts  the. half  sheets  into  single 
bills  and  stacks  them  in  sets  of  100.,  During  this  time  in  the  printing 
process  the  imperfect  bills  are  replaced  by  "star"  notes,  and  finally 
the  printed  notes  are  wrapped  in  packages  or. blocks  of  4,000,  recorded, 
and  stored  in  vaults  to  await  distribution  and  shipment  to  designated 
banks. 

The  specially  prepared  currency- paper  is  kept  close  track  of,  and 
even  the  paper  used  for  the  notes  that  are  destroyed  is  accounted  for. 

The  early  history  of  the  Bureau  is  interesting.  Operations  started 
on  August  295  1862.  Two  men  and  four  women  began  .working  in  a single 
room  in  the  attic  of  the  main  Treasury  : building.  They  sorted,  separated 
and  signed  )1  and  )2  notes  that  had  been  printed  by  private  contractors. 
Later  in  1862,  the  First  Division  of  the  National  Currency  Bureau 
began  the  printing  of  notes  produced  from  plates  that  had  been  engraved 
by  Treasury  employees.  By  1877  the  Bureau  had  absorbed  the  functions 
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formerly  performed  by  private  banknote  companies,  and  all  of  the 
operations  involved  in  the  production  of . United  States  currency, 
government  bonds,  as  well  as  other  United  States  securities,  were 
centralized  within  the  Bureau.  Internal  revenue  stamp  production 
was  taken  over  by  the  Bureau  in  1876,  and  by  1894-  postage  stamps  were 
also  produced  through  the  Bureau. 

Operations  were  moved  to  the  present  building  in  1914.  The 
building  was  built  at  a cost  of  about  . $3, 000,000  and  contained  a 
combined  floor  space  of  thirty  acres  in  two  buildings. 

Progress  during  the  Bureau’s  early  years  was  not  at  a spectacular 
rate,  but  rather  a. steady  pace.  Manufacturing  methods  were  gradually 
improved,  although  the  basic  principle  of  printing  from  engraved 
plates  on  wet  paper  was  not  changed  too  much.  In  1918  the  notes  were 
printed  eight  to  a sheet,  and  in  1928  the  printing  of  twelve  notes 
to  a sheet  was  begun.  During  1952  the  printing  of  eighteen  notes  to 
a sheet  was  adopted,  thereby  utilizing  the  maximum  sheet  size  that 
could  be  printed  satisfactorily  using  the  wet  process  on  flatbed 
presses. 


The  development  of  non-offset  printing  inks  eventually  led  to 
the  acquisition  of  high  speed  intaglio  p^ess  equipment  that  was  capable 
of  printing  the  notes  using  a dry  process.  None  of  these  presses, 
operating  on  a three-shift  basis  since  1957s  produced  our  currency 
on  sheets  containing  thirty- two ‘notes. 

The  engraved  plates  produced  by  the  Bureau’s  employees  provide 
one  of  the  best  safeguards  against  counterfeiting.  Counterfeiting 
has  become  a major  problem  due  to  the  improved  methods  of  modern 
printing  that  have  been  developed. 

The  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  receives  more  than  600,000 
visitors  annually.  The  tours  take  about  twenty-five  minutes,  and  is 
well  worth  the  effort  it  takes  to  see  this  modern  money  plant. 
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. . INTEREST  REPORTED

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A detailed  reference  work  providing  complete  coverage  of  the 
several  hundred  types  of  notes  issued  unde1'  the  auspices  of  the 
Central  Bank  of  China  during  a quarter  century  period  from  1925-49 
was  recently  released.  This  "History  of  Chinese  Paper  Currency"  was 
authored  by  Hong  Kong  numismatist  King  0.  Kao. 

This  impressive  large  format  volume  numbers  nearly  800  pages  of 
text  and  illustrations , of  which  there  are  652,  the  face  and  .back 
of  'each  note  being  pictured.  The  .period  covered  is  from  the  forma- 
tion of  the  Central  Bank  of  China  in  1924  (the  notes  bear  the  date 
1925)  through  the  flight  of  the  Nationalist  government  to  the  Island 
of  Formosa  in  1949. 

The  catalog  is  arranged  according  to  the  identity  of  the  printer 
of  the  note,  of  which  there  are  more  than  fifty  distinctive  entities, 
they  likewise  being  grouped  according  to  the  type  of  obligation. 
Catalog  numbers,  incorporating  a special  designation  of  the  printer, 
plus  both  master  and  individual  note  numbers  are  incorporated. 

A detailed  description  of  the  devices,  symbols  and  Chinese 
characters  appearing  on  each  note  is  provided  in  English.  The  Chinese 
characters  and  phrases  arc  fully  translated  with  both  being  reproduced 
in  conjunction  with  the  English  text.  Special  tables  presented  at 
the  beginning  of  the  text  provide  English  translations  and  Ilandarin 
pronunciations  for*  the  Chinese  characters  which  designate  the  29 
note  printing  firms,  numbers  and  names  of  provi.nccs,  cities  and  pre- 
fectures. 

The  author  also  incorporates  in  his  descriptions  and  short  intro- 
ductory presentations  political  and  economical  background  details 
which  enable  the  collector  to  obtain  a better  appreciation  of  the 
circumstances  under  which  the  various  note  issues  were  presented. 

A supplemental  presentation  in  the  Appendix  section  of  this 
volume  projects  the  author’s  assessment  of  the  valucs—of  all  578 
notes  listed.  Valuations  a^e  provided  in  good,* fine  and  uncirculated 
conditions.  This  table  of  valuations  also  incorporates  notations  of 
the  dates  carried  on  the  notes.
